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Seven members of the 
WULAW chapter of the 
Christian Legal Society 
were arrested last Friday 
night on charges of sec¬ 
ond-degree burglary, 
reckless driving, evading 
arrest, and assaulting a 
police officer.

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Embattled SBA President Beverly Yang Indicted for Money Laundering 


The Honor Council 
brought a charge of 
money laundering 
Monday against SBA 
President Beverly 
Yang, who was in¬ 
dicted last month on 
charges stemming 
from a probe of an al¬ 
legedly improper rela¬ 
tionship with a work- 
study student. 

Yang is now also 
charged with conspir¬ 
ing to illegally steer 
$190,000 in corporate 
donations to 1L SBA 
candidates in 2005 
and to disguise its 


source by sending it 
through Alumni & 
Development ac¬ 
counts. 

In a written state¬ 
ment, Yang called the 
indictment another 
example of 
“prosecutorial abuse” 
by Honor Council 
Representative Geor¬ 
gia Garthwaite. 

“Georgia is trying to 
pull the legal equiva¬ 
lent of a ‘do-over,’ 
since she knows very 
well that the charges 
she brought against 


me last month are to¬ 
tally manufactured 
and illegitimate,” said 
Yang. “This is an 
abomination of jus¬ 
tice.” 

Yang has led the SBA 
since her election in 
spring - a position 
which she held until 
last month’s charge. 

The SBA has selected 
Parliamentarian 
Kenley Maddux as 
their acting leader, 
with Danielle Berti 
and Lacy Fields also 
taking on additional 


duties. 

Yang has accused 
Garthwaite of launch¬ 
ing a partisan ven¬ 
detta against her af¬ 
ter the election to be 
the summer honor 
council leader, which 
Garthwaite narrowly 
lost and holds Yang 
responsible for. 

1L SBA Representa¬ 
tive Simeon Pa- 
pacostas has been 
calling for Y'ang’s res¬ 
ignation, and recently 
reiterated that call.
